Political Arsonists 
JT CAN BE o nly a matter o f time u ntil the 
United Natio ns beco me aware o f the great 
weakness in their strategy fo r dealing with 
the po litical arso nists o f the Kremlin. 
At the mo ment, the strategy is to deal with 
the Kremlin in mu ch the same way as a fire 
department fights fires—waiting fo r them to 
break o u t, they trying to keep them fro m 
spreading. 
An efficient fire department also tries to 
anticipate where fires are likely to o ccu r and 
to av ert them. That, to o , is being do ne after 
a fashio n; it is the significance o f the arms 
aid pro gram and the Marshall plan. 
Bu t all this leaves the arso nists with the 
adv antage, becau se they kno w where they in­ 
tend to set the next fire, and the fire depart­ 
ment can o nly gu ess. That is the great weak­ 
ness in the strategy o f the United Natio ns fo r 
dealing with the Kremlin. 
Do ro thy Tho mpso n has su ggested that the 
pro per respo nse to invasio n o f So u th Ko rea 
wo u ld have been to send 10 armo red U.S. 
divisio ns to West Berlin and Au stria. 
Bu t 
~M ss Tho mpso n ackno wledges that the United 
States did no t have them to send. That raises 
a fu rther qu estio n. 
If the United States su cceeds in mo bilizing 
its armed strength su fficiently to pu t o u t the 
fire in Ko rea, o r at least to keep *it fro m 
spreading in Asia, will it then, in co o peratio n 
with the independent go vernment represented 
in the United Natio ns, try to get the ju mp o n 
the Kremlm at the next likelv scene o f 
tro u ble? That is a mo mento u s qu estio n. 
It is invo lved with the larger pro blem o f 
wrestling military initiativ e fro m the Co m­ 
mu nist co nspiracy. Its answer entails decis­ 
io ns o f philo so phy as well as o f military tac­ 
tics. 
The Christian precept o f tu rning the 
o ther cheek is o ne o f the Kremlin’s assets in 
its plan o f co nqu est 
It is the basis o f the 
mo ral po sitio n o f the Western Allies. 
Yet as the Kremlin co ntinu es its wo rk o f 
setting fires to exhau st the fire-fighting re­ 
so u rces o f o ther go vernments, it will beco me 
ev ident that seizu re o f the initiative by its 
intended victims is the o nly way to deal with 
it o n anything like even terms. 


WASHINGTON 
CEN. IRVING M. IVES o f New 
Yo rk endo rses with marked 
reservatio ns the new “Repu blican 
Advance.” This is the latest GOP 
pro gressive mo vement. It was 
o rganized by a gro u p o f New 
Yo rk Repu blicans and lau nched 
recently with a lo ngish “State­ 
ment o f Principles” at Phila­ 
delphia. 
So far the mo vement has had 
o nly a fair receptio n in Washing­ 
to n. 
Twenty members o f the 
Ho u se have appro ved it and a 
do zen Senato rs are said to be in 
sympathy. The o ld gu ard has 
bru shed it o ff. 
Senato r Ives has endo rsed the 
idea in principle, saying that it 
attempts to fill what is no w a 
vacu u m in the Repu blican party. 
He makes clear, ho wever, that 
the Repu blican Advance mu st no t 
be any o f three things: 
1. It mu st no t be a mere Re­ 
pu blican versio n o f “Americans 
fo r Demo cratic Actio n,” the New 
Deal-Fair Deal wing o f the Dem­ 
o cratic party. 2. It mu st no t cre­ 
ate a split in the Repu blican par­ 
ty. 3. It mu st no t be a factio n 
bu ilt u p in su ppo rt o f any o ne 
candidate. 
Organized pretty mu ch in se­ 
cret, Repu blican Advance has 
been accu sto med to being all 
three o f these things. Its prize

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No Substitute Fgr Intelligence 
TJNITED STATES taxpayers in five years 
have fo o ted a bill o f $ 50,000,000,000 to pay 
fo r natio nal defense. Yet shallo w thinking is 
leading to the co nclu sio n that sho rtco mings 
in defense, as revealed by the military inci­ 
dent in Ko rea, are to be blamed o n lack o f 
mo ney, even o n Defense Secretary Jo hnso n’s 
so -called eco no my pro gram. 
There was no lack o f mo ney. And there 
was no lack that mo ney co u ld have o verco me. 
The United States co u ld have spent $ 150,000,- 
000.000 o n natio nal defense in the last five 
3 ears and still be sho rt o f the right kind o f 
tanks and weapo ns fo r fighting Ru ssian tanks 
in Ko rea. 
The sho rtage was no t in mo ney 
bu t in intelligent u se o f mo ney. 
The emergency thaf has crystallized in Ko ­ 
rea and so o n may crystallize elsewhere will 
pro du ce mo re mo ney—billio ns mo re. That is 
the typical American reactio n fro m ev ery dis­ 
appo intment— to appro priate mo re mo ney.

ernment's o nly su ggestio n fo r o verdu e im­ 
pro v ement is to appro priate mo re mo ney. No t 
a wo rd abo u t appro priating so me brains o r 
abo u t taking the fu nctio n away fro m the 
S ate Department where it do esn’t belo ng— 
ju st mo re mo ney. Secu rity in the mo dern wo rld 
is n*^t a t ash transactio n. It mu st be earnec 
by keeping ahead o f the co mpetitio n in the 
race o f ideas.

Being in the 
insu rance bu siness himself, he

Civil rights and labo r legisla­ 
tio n are two o ther su bjects o n 
which Senato r Ives believes the 
Repu blican party will have to be 
mo re co nstru ctive in its appro ach. 
Present legislatio n in these fields 
is no t wo rking, he admits.

he rejects the Demo cratic party 
pro po sals fo r co rrectio n, since 
they wo u ld impo se to o mu ch go v­ 
ernment co ntro l.
